And furely it is a pity thar 
men, who, by their talents apd profeffion, are of much real be- 
nefit to fociety, fhould be left to fuffer under peculiar diftreffes. 
Often have I withed, thar fome liberal. and generous mind 


' swould take up and plead their caufe, that fome adequate re- 


lief might be procured for them. The clergy of the Chutchof 
Scotland are at this day a learned and refpectable body of men. 
How long, in their prefent depreffed circumftances, they may 
Certain it is, that no 
Gituation can be more difcouraging, or more unfavourable than 
theirs, to every generous exertion of mind. Their life is one 
continued combat with indigence. And in an age like this, 
when the great and opulent wafte their eftates and fortunes in 
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idle extravagance, ‘and leave their families in poverty, it is a 
high encomium on the moderation and sileatite of the clergy, 
that, with a pittance of an income, they contract no burden- 
fome debts, and educate decently their children. Such vir- 
tue, fure, deferves refpect from a: generous Government ; and 
were my countrymen capable of railing their minds above pre- 
judice, they would cher tt. The average ftipend of the 
clergy, im the Church of Scotland, does not, I am informed, 
exceed 701. Sterling a-year, There are many {tipends which 
{carce exceed 501. Now, how a family fhall be decently fub- 
fifted, fervants wages paid, and g her neceffary expences borne 
on 70]. or, perhaps, 501. a-year, it is difficult to conceive.

Some 
of them forbid the fees of ‘Synod, “of Prefbytesy and, Sefhon- 
clerks, tobe paid out of the ufual funds. . Ieignot-your doty, 
O, my countrymen, to weaken, but to ftrengthen the hands of 
thofe who labgur for the eltdbhifliment- of viste aad principle 
in the minds of your on ph pe Whawoutd fociety 
fon be, if the mild inftructién# oF raigion didiger) form the 
heart to fincerity, gentlenefs, dnd’ huthanity }cl@afling as fome 
of you do, the intereft of tht poot may'bz yeupofteniible pre- 
text’: But do you good to thé poor,’ Whien Yow narrow. the cits 
cumftances, and perplex the heart of Kim Who ig often a wit- 
nefs to the Jowelt wreechedne it, and who has often -an oppor- 
tunity of foothing the heart.in orrow, ‘were ‘it “in tris power? 
In order that a man perform his, duty with fpitit and abiliry, 
the ftate of his mind mult be eafy.” Narrow circumftances 
mutt reprefs, if not totally extingul> every ardént,with of fu- 
perior excellence and cultivation. It has long been a com- 
plaint, that, in'the Church of Scotland,’ there is nd object of 
ambition, nothing to call forth or invite any noble talent. It 
is to a.native thirft for {cience, and a force of mind which no 
difcouragements can overcome, that the world is indebred for 
fome of the moft learned and clegant productions from mem- 
bers of this Church. Were the Legiflature, and men of land- 
ed.property, as liberal as they ought, a few ftipends of value 
would be given, and every living made tolerable. 
that you give influence to religion, when you make the ftation 
of its minifters refpectable, ‘The prefent low circumftances of 
the clergy may be one reafon why facred inftitutions are fo 
much uegleced by the opulent. ' Religiwa can never lofe her 
native dignity; but when the garb the wears is mean, a fenfaal 
world look upon her with little veneration. It deferves the 
confideration of thofe who with well to their country, that, in 
the degradation. of the clergy, fcience and learning are fome- 
what degraded alfo. Honour nourifhes the arts and clevates 
the mind. Unnoticed, fave by the walger. the mincs of the 
clergy will become mean, and the yulgar applaufe will be 
fought by them. To gain this, much cultivation is not n¢cef- 
fary. ‘Che rudeft mind will moft readily fabmit to the ufe of 
popular arts, and will be the moft fuccefsful, Barbarifm will 
again return—the fhiniog temple of fcience be fhut —and the 


‘dark night of ignorance fit down on all ranks of men.
